Gleason Retires 
from Nepco 


Gleason, manager outside 
power for Nekoosa-Edwards Paper 
Port Edwards, retired March 
after more than years service. 

1906, Mr. Gleason enrolled 
graduate apprentice training program 
Allis-Chalmers, Milwaukee, and also did 
experimental engineering work for Inter- 
October 1912. Earlier, spent 
two summers with Nepco working the 
Port Edwards machine shop. 

Mr. Gleason took active

The term ‘“Prohibitive Materials’’ as used throughout this section is 
defined as 

a. Any materials which by their presence in a packing of Waste Paper,
